FCC Releases Report and Order in 
“Morse Code" Proceeding 


[ARRL] NEWINGTON, CT, Dec 19, 2006 - 
- The FCC has issued the complete Report 
and Order (R&O) in the "Morse code" 
proceeding, WT Docket 05-235. The R&O 
follows fast on the heels of the Commission's 
December 15 public notice announcing the 
elimination of the Morse code exam 
requirement for all Amateur Radio license 
classes. The R&O also addresses the ARRL's 
request to eliminate the disparity between 
"Tech Plus" licensees (Technicians with 
Element 1 Morse credit) and Technician 
licensees -- present and future -- who have 
not passed a Morse code test. 


"In summary, we believe that the public 
interest will be served by revising the 
Amateur Service rules to eliminate the 
telegraphy testing requirement," the FCC 
concluded in the R&O, released today. "We 
also believe that these rule changes will 
allow Amateur Service licensees to better 
fulfill the purpose of the Amateur Service 
and will enhance the usefulness of the 
Amateur Service to the public and licensees." 


The FCC took the opportunity in the R&O to 
act on the League's Petition for Partial 
Reconsideration in the "omnibus" 
proceeding, WT Docket 04-140, to retain the 
3620-3635 kHz segment for automatically 
controlled digital stations. "We conclude that 
the expansion of the 75 meter band should 
not be so limited," the FCC said. "We agree 
with the ARRL, however, that the 
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Commission did not intend to reduce the 
amount of spectrum available for 
automatically controlled digital stations." 


To rectify the "unintended consequence" of 
the rules adopted in the omnibus proceeding, 
the Commission amended §97.221(b) to 
authorize 3585 to 3600 kHz for 
automatically controlled digital stations. 


Finally, the Commission said it would 
conform the Amateur Service rules to reflect 
that the European Conference of Postal and 
Telecommunications Administrations 
(CEPT) has reduced from two to one the 
number of Amateur Radio license classes. 


The Commission is amending §97.301 "to 
authorize Amateur Extra class privileges to 
all individuals who have been issued a CEPT 
radio-amateur license by their country of 
citizenship, and who satisfy other 
requirements in the Commission's rules." 


No Effective Date Yet 


Today's R&O spells out the specific Part 97 
changes going into place once the new rules 
go on the books and indicates that the 
effective date will be 30 days after the 
document appears in the Federal Register. 
Publication likely will occur in January, with 
the new rules going into effect in February.

The FCC has the authority to make use of 
unpaid volunteer licensed Amateur Radio 
operators to monitor for violations of FCC 
regulations. To volunteer for this important 
function, contact the ARRL and fill out an 
application to become an Official Observer 
(OO). If you meet all of the requirements for 
the appointment and pass the examination to 
be a certified member of the Amateur Auxiliary, 
you'll be able to contact our ARRL Section 
Manager (Ti-Michelle Connelly) and apply for 
formal recognition.

By the time you read this, the following will 
probably be old news to you: "The ARRL has 
learned that the FCC's Report and Order 
(R&Q) in the "Morse Code Proceeding," WT 
Docket 05-235, is scheduled to appear in the 
Federal Register Wednesday, January 24. 
Assuming that occurs, the new Part 97 rules 
deleting any Morse code examination 
requirement for Amateur Radio license 
applicants would go into effect Friday, 
February 23, 2007. [It’s official! - Editor] 


No matter where you stand on the issue of the 
"Morse Code Poceeding", it's going to be 
bringing a lot of new people on to the HF (high 
frequency) bands. The most interesting thing 
I've heard since this ruling was made public is 
that the sale of CW gear has INCREASED. 

My own experience has been seeing MORE 
people every evening down on the CW 
sections of the bands, and WHAT A BLAST IT 
HAS BEEN! 


Everyone who has chased DX knows that if 
you really want to maximize your DXCC count, 
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Every QRPer knows that if you want to 
squeeze the most mileage out of the tiniest 
amount of power, every contester worth their 
salt realizes that if you want to make your Little 
Pistol station competitive with the Big Guns, 
YOU HAVE TO LEARN TO USE CW.

It’s Official! No CW Required 
[Adapted from ARRL information — Editor] 


Circle Friday, February 23, on your calendar. 
That's when the current 5 WPM Morse code 
requirement will officially disappear from the 
Amateur Radio Service Part 97 rules. After 
midnight on that date, applicants for a General 
or Amateur Extra class Amateur Radio license 
no longer will have to demonstrate proficiency 
in Morse code. They'll just have to pass the 
applicable written examination. The 
appearance in the January 24th Federal 
Register of the FCC's Report and Order (R&Q) 
in the "Morse code proceeding," WT Docket 
05-235, starts a 30-day countdown for the new 
rules to become effective. Deletion of the 
Morse requirement -- still a matter of 
controversy within the amateur community -- is 
a landmark in Amateur Radio history. 


Beginning February 24", an applicant holding 
a valid Certificate of Successful Completion of 
Examination (CSCE) for a higher license class 
will be able to redeem it for an instant upgrade. 
For example, a Technician licensee holding a 
valid CSCE for Element 3 (General) could 
apply at an ARRL VEC exam session, pay the 
$14 application fee and receive an instant 
upgrade. [A CSCE is good only for 365 days 
from the date of issuance. Bring a photo ID 


plus originals and photocopies of your current. . 


license and CSCEs to the session. To find a 
test session, go to www.arrl.org. |f you're 
close to being able to pass the General exam, 


you can save $14 by waiting to take it until 
after Feb. 237] 


The new rules also mean that all Technician 
licensees, whether or not they've passed a 
Morse code examination, will automatically 
gain HF privileges identical to those of current 
Novice and Tech Plus (or Technician with 
Element 1 credit) licensees without having to 
apply for an upgrade. Novices and 
Technicians with Element 1 credit have CW 
privileges on 80, 40, 15 meters and CW, 
RTTY, data and SSB privileges on 10 meters.

Our program for March 9" will be "Propagation 
Physics" given by Kristen McIntyre, KEWX. 


Abstract: Propagation Physics (given at 
Pacificon) As amateur radio operators we 
experience propagation of RF energy first 
hand. At times this propagation may seem 
mysterious and strange, however, it can be 
modeled by our current physical understanding 
of electromagnetics. This allows us to make 
some predictions about how propagation will 
unfold. Our understanding falters when RF 
energy propagates in environments that are far 
too complex to contain within the best models 
we can build. This is when the mystery 
returns. This talk will explore our physical 
understanding of propagation, what factors 
govern it, and how it interacts with the 
environment and ionosphere. Amateur radio 
operators can, using this understanding, make 
better choices for more efficient RF 
propagation. 


Bio: Kristen McIntyre, KEWX, has been 
interested in radio since she was about 5 
years old. She started in Amateur Radio in 
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1979 getting her ticket while at MIT. Kristen 
has worked in many diverse areas from analog 
circuit design to image processing to starting 
and running an ISP. She is currently working 
as a principal investigator at Sun Microsystems 
Laboratories where she is researching 
robustness and emergent properties of iarge 
distributed computer systems. She is a long 
time denizen of Silicon Valley and has worked 
at or consulted for many of the usual suspects.

FCC Regulatory Affairs 
(TNX to Randy Jenkins, KA6BQF) 


The FCC has invited opposition comments to 
two petitions for reconsideration filed in the 
wake of the commission's Report and Order in 
WT Docket 05 -- 235. One petition calls on the 
FCC to reinstate the five words per minute 
Morse code requirement for amateur extra 
class applicants. The second petition cites 
problems with the FCC Electronic Comment 
Filing System, and seeks to reopen the 
proceeding for additional comments. 
Opposition comments are due April 27. 
Comments in support of either petition are not 
welcomed by the FCC. 


The FCC has proposed reducing the need to 
obtain an Amateur Radio vanity callsign. The 
proposal would reduce the current $20.80 fee 
to $11.70. These fees are mandated by 
Congress and are collected to recover the 
regulatory costs associated with the 
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commission's enforcement, policy and 
rulemaking, user information, and international 
activities. The vanity callsign fee is payable 
upon initial application, and at the 10 year 
renewal period, of each amateur licensee 
holding a vanity callsign. Vanity callsigns 
issued prior to 1996 are exempt from the 
additional fee, because such heritage vanity 
Callsigns do not appear as vanity licensees in 
the FCC Amateur Radio database. 


The ARRL is working with the US Department 
of Defense to develop a plan to mitigate 
alleged interference from 70 cm ham radio 
repeaters to military radar systems on the East 
and West coasts. The U.S. Air Force has 
asked the FCC to order dozens of repeater 
systems to either mitigate interference to the 
Pave Paws radars or shut down. The Amateur 
Service has a secondary allocation in the 70 
cm band, with government radio location 
having a primary allocation. As a secondary 
service, amateur radio must not interfere with, 
and must accept, interference from, the 
primary user. 

The situation affects 15 repeaters within 100 
miles of Otis Air Force Base on Cape Cod, 
Massachusetts, and more than 100 repeaters 
within 140 miles of Beale Air Force Base in 
Marysville, California. This includes the 
majority of 70 cm repeaters in the San 
Francisco Bay area. The Cape Cod and 
Marysville sites are the two remaining Pave 
Paws facilities in the continental United States. 
Pave Paws is a missile and satellite detection 
and tracking system. These radar systems 
occupy essentially the entire 70 cm band, and 
have an average output power of more than 
145 kW. 

The ARRL lab is working up calculations for 
each repeater system the Air Force has 
identified to determine where mitigation 
techniques offer a reasonable chance of 
keeping the repeater on the air. The ARRL is 
recommending that affected repeater owners 
reduce power, to as little as 5W effective 
radiated power (ERP), in order to mitigate 
interference. Repeater owners and users are 
being urged to exercise patience in dealing 


with this issue. Amateur operators must 
already abide by a 50 W PEP maximum power 
limitation in the areas around both Air Force 
facilities.

Red Cross, ARRL 
Discuss Background 


Investigations 
[excerpt from ARRL Letter 04/21/2007] 


Amateur Radio Emergency Service (ARES) 
members volunteering to support Red Cross 
disaster relief or recovery operations would not 
have to submit to a Red Cross background check 
unless their volunteer stints extended beyond 
seven days. That was the word from American 
Red Cross officials, who met recently with ARRL 
representatives. The ARRL has expressed 
concerns about the Red Cross' background check 
policy since first learning of it last year. The 
League posted its most recent position statement 
(www.arrl.org/announce/ARRL-ARC-bg- 
check.html) on the topic in March. 


ARRL General Counsel Chris Imlay, W3KD, and 
Chief Technology Officer Paul Rinaldo, W4RI, met 
March 20 at American Red Cross offices in 
Washington, DC, with two attorneys from the Red 
Cross General Counsel's office and two 
management-level staff members from Red Cross 
Disaster Services. ARRL asked the Red Cross 
staff if ARRL ARES volunteers would be subject to 
the American Red Cross background check 
requirement if they provided communication for 
more than seven days. The position of the Red 
Cross is that ARES volunteers would not be 
permitted to provide communications at an 
American Red Cross disaster site for more than 
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seven days without submitting to the Red Cross 
background check procedure. 


Discussion then turned to the Red Cross' 
announcement that it would not conduct credit or 
mode-of-living checks. The League's stated 
concern has been that the ARC background 
investigation consent form states that a consumer 
report and/or an investigative consumer report -- 
which includes certain credit checks and mode of 
living checks -- will be obtained on the volunteer 
signing the form. 


The ARRL team asked if the Red Cross would be 
willing to modify its consent form to limit the 
authority granted by the person signing the form to 
criminal background checks only. The Red Cross 
representatives did not appear willing to modify the 
current consent form. 


The ARRL also suggested alternatives to the Red 
Cross investigation firm, MyBackgroundCheck.com 
(MBC). 


The Red Cross also appears unwilling to accept 
background checks conducted by other entities, 
such as law enforcement organizations. The Red 
Cross based its reluctance on a requirement to 
compare the methodologies of MBC with those of 
alternative background-check providers. 


Following the meeting, the ARRL reiterated its 
recommendation that members carefully review 
any consent document permitting a private 
organization to conduct a background investigation 
on that individual. The current Red Cross 
background check consent form continues to 
include permission, without further consent from 
the volunteer, to conduct a consumer report and/or 
an investigative consumer report. 


The Federal Trade Commission and federal 
Statutes define "investigative consumer reports" to 
include a mode-of-living check as well as certain 
credit checks. 


While the Red Cross has said it won't routinely pull 
credit reports on background check applicants, 
ARRL President Joel Harrison, W5ZN, has said 
that just requiring volunteers to authorize 
procurement of a credit report "is inconsistent with 
this assurance." 


In the course of the background check application 
process, prospective volunteers must agree to let 
MBC obtain a wide range of personal information 
bearing not just on criminal background and 
creditworthiness but, MBC says, "character, 
general reputation [and] personal characteristics." 
MBC advises, "The nature and scope of this 
disclosure and authorization is all-encompassing." 


The ARRL says it won't suggest which 
organizations or agencies Amateur Radio 
volunteers should or should not support, but the 
League stresses that it does wish to facilitate the 
provision of volunteer services. 


The ARC and the ARRL have a Statement of 
Understanding (SoU), which is up for review this 
year.

Preliminary Field Day Results

With only a matter of hours separating the end 
of Field Day from the July Blown Fuse 
deadline, this Field Day review will be just a 
brief preliminary synposis - with a more 
finalized version to follow next month. Like all 
of you who were on-hand, I'm still recovering 
from the massive amount of energy spent 
setting up, operating, and tearing down (not to 
mention socializing) this weekend. 


First, and foremost, | think everyone had a 
great time. Though band conditions were not 
too hot, the weather was really nice. Lots of 
club members participated and a few non- 
EBARC hams showed up and made significant 
contributions. Good food and good cheer were 
provided in abundance, and many people 
passing through the park got a little education 
about ham radio. Despite the poor band 
conditions, our QSO totals were actually up 
significantly from last year, mainly due to more 
than doubling the CW QSOs. We made 
approximately 1000 CW, 170 SSB, and 150 
PSK QSOs. All points are doubled for using 
low power stations, and CW and PSK points 
are doubled again (for difficulty, | presume). 
This should bring our QSO points around 
5000.

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ARRL Files BPL Federal Appeals Court Brief 
[excerpt from ARRL Letter 05/26/2007] 


The ARRL has filed a federal appeals court 
brief outlining its case and requesting 
oral arguments in its petition for review 
of the FCC's broadband over power line 
(BPL) rules. The League has petitioned the 
USACoUrEe (OL Appeals for the DC Cirecuityco 
review the FCC's October 2004 Report and 
Order (R&O) in ET Docket 04-37 and its 
2006 Memorandum Opinion and Order. In its 
brief filed May 17, the ARRL contends, 
among other things, that the FCC's actions 
in adopting rules to govern unlicensed BPL 
systems fundamentally alter the 
longstanding rights of radio spectrum 
licensees, including Amateur Radio 
operators. 


"For the first time ever, the FCC has 
permitted new unlicensed devices to 
operate in spectrum bands already occupied 
by licensees, even if the unlicensed 
operations cause harmful interference to 
the licensees," the League said in stating 
its case. "The orders under review reverse 
nearly seven decades of consistent 
statutory interpretation and upset the 
settled expectations of licensees without 
so much as acknowledging the reversal, let 
alone justifying it." 


The ARRL argues that the FCC's approach to 
adopting rules to govern BPL flies in the 
face of Section 301 of the Communications 
Act, which requires that operators of 
devices that emit radio frequency energy 
first obtain an FCC license. “For years, 
the FCC has consistently read Section 301 
to apply to unintentional radiators, such 
as BPL devices, and has expressly embodied 
that interpretation in its rules," the 
League's brief recounts. 


"The Commission then compounded its error 
by asserting that BPL devices do not fall 
within Section 301 at all, the League 
said. "This hail-Mary attempt at 
justification is another unexplained 
departure from prior policy that 
independently requires invalidation of the 
orders," the ARRL remarked in its brief. 


The ARRL contends that the FCC orders 
under review "jeopardize the license 
rights of ARRL's members and other license 
holders by authorizing providers of a new 
device -- Access Broadband over Power 
Lines, or 'BPL' -- to send radio signals 
across the electric grid in the 
frequencies the license holders occupy, 
but eos Mere: to obtain an FCC 
license. 


The League's brief further asserts that 
the FCC "has failed to discuss or disclose 
significant information in the record that 
potentially contradicts its key 
interference findings," and seeks to have 
the FCC produce the information. The ARRL 
alleges that the Commission not only 
withheld its internal studies until it was 
too late to comment but has yet to release 
portions of studies that may not support 
its own conclusions. The FCC has claimed 
that these are "internal communications" 
that it did not rely upon in reaching its 
decision to adopt the BPL rules. 


"If, as seems more likely, the Commission 
actually considered and rejected the 
information contained in the redacted 
portions of its studies, then it had a 
duty to disclose the information and 
reasons for EEE ni eh Either way, the 
FCC acted improperly.' 


The League also takes issue with what it 
argues is the FCC's "arbitrary and 
capricious" adoption of a BPL emission 
measurement standard that's unsupported by 
the record in the proceeding and ignores 
contrary evidence. Additionally, the ARRL 
says, the FCC rejected a proposed 
alternative without 

even considering it. 


Said ARRL CEO David Sumner, K12Z, in his 
"It Seems to Us ." editorial (formmuly 
QST: "The Commission's penchant for 
ignoring contrary evidence is illustrated 
even more vividly with regard to how 
quickly RF emissions are assumed to decay 
as one moves away from the source. This is 
important because if the signal is assumed 
to decay more quickly than it really does, 
the interference potential of the 
emissions will be underestimated." 


As Sumner notes, the FCC has claimed that 
“many parties" have presented experimental 
data supporting a 40 dB per decade (10 
times increase in distance) rate. "In 
fact, there is no such evidence in the 
record - and empirical evidence supporting 
a lower number was ignored," he asserts. 


The League maintains that the Commission 
failed to consider the ARRL's sliding- 
scale alternative that would have avoided 
what Sumner calls "the logically 
indefensible situation that now exists in 
the rules: the extrapolation factor is 20 
dB/decade at 30.001 MHz and 40 dB/decade 
at’29.999°MHz.™

FCC Responds to ARRL's BPL Brief 
[excerpt from ARRL Letter 07/06/2007] 


On Monday, July 2, the FCC filed its reply 
brief with the US Court of Appeals for the 
District of Columbia Circuit. The FCC 
attempted to rebut the ARRL's challenge to 
the FCC's Broadband over Power Line (BPL) 
rules enacted in late 2004 and affirmed by 
the agency in 2006. According to ARRL 
General Counsel Chris Imlay, W3KD, "The 
FCC's brief does not accurately describe 
ARRL's arguments concerning harmful 
interference."... 


Imlay said the ARRL has asked the Court to 
order the FCC to "rethink the rules 
governing BPL and for the first time to 
take into account the evidence on the 
record concerning harmful interference to 
Amateur Radio." ARRL's reply brief is due 
for filing with the Court July 28, 2007. 
There is no date set yet for oral argument 
before the three-judge panel in 
Washington, DC.
